STARVING THE POOR 

Vast tracts of land in poor countries are used 
for cattle ranching, and to grow grain to feed 
animals in the West. While millions of people 
are starving, staple crops are fed to cattle for 
turning into burgers in the ‘developed world’. 

| Animals consume much more grain than humans; 
145 million tons fed to livestock produces only 
21 million tons of meat and by-products. On 
I a vegetarian diet Britain could easily be self- 
sufficient in food, but 90% of our land is used 
I for livestock and we even imported food from 
j Ethiopia during the last famine there. It is no 
exaggeration to say that the Big Mac you are 
1 eating has been stolen from the mouths of the 
* hungry. 


RAPING THE EARTH 

The world’s most beautiful rainforests are being 
destroyed at an appalling rate by multinational 

companies. An area of forest the size of Wales 
is felled every month, and thousands of species 
of plants and animals become extinct McDonald* s 
deny any responsibility for rainforest destruction, 
claiming that in the UK they use only EEC beef, 
and in the U.S. they use only U.S. reared beef. 
However they cannot prove this, as beef that 
is imported into the USA from Central America 
is relabelled ‘domestic’ beef. McDonald’s also 
claim that although the beef served in their 
Central and South American branches is locally 
reared it does not come from cattle grazed on 
“recently cleared rainforest land”. This is extremely 
unlikely as it is only possible to graze cattle 
on ex-rainforest land for a few years before the 
land becomes barren. 

McDonald's use hundreds of tons of packaging 
every week, much of which is discarded within 
a few minutes of use and ends up littering our 
streets, or polluting the land buried in landfill 
sites. The styrofoam boxes they use are now 
made from HCFC’s which are less destructive 
than CFC’s but still damage the ozone layer. 


■ RUINING YOUR HEALTH

PORTUGAL WILL STAY STRONG, AND WHAT ARE YOUR FEELINGS ON THIS 

SUBJECT? x t . ,. 

The Portugese "scene" is way too divided and theres not too much cooperation 
between scensters. Theres also room for intolerance and backstabbing what is 
pretty sad. Therefore, I don't think the "scene" here is strong or will stay strong. 
Besides those bands you've mentioned there are others "worth" checking out, such 
as Iniusticed Leauge (two demos, one split demo with Holland's Collapse), Strain 
(one demo). Hud Sabao (one demo), Moksha Blast (one demo), Alcoore (one demo, 
one 7", etc.), Corrosao Caotica (one demo, one CD, etc.), X-Acto(one 7", one CD, 
etc.), Caos Social (one demo). Alien Squad (two demos). No Oppression (one demo, 
one 7"), Human Beans (one demo, one split CD), F.D.P. (two demos), Krux Da 
Pedra (one demo), Gobart (one split tape with Dk Hard Jazz) etc... To be honest, I 
don't trust most of the Portugese scenesters, members (some of them) of some of the 
previously mentioned bands included! 


WHAT IS IT LIKE TO BE A PUNK IN PORTUGAL? DO YOU HAVE MANY 
PROBLEMS WITH THE POLICE/MILITARY FOR THE WAY YOU DRESS, OR 
FOR PLAYING MUSIC? 

Personally, I don't remember having had any sort of serious problems with cops. 

To be honest once we even had a good experience with some cops, thats why I don t 
say "all cops are bastards". I'd rather say "most cops are bastards"! Of course, 
occasionally cops fuck up gigs and hassle people and it sucks! The biggest problem 
in gigs, especially in Lisbon, are the nazis! The nazi movement is gain+ng shape 
overhere (like in the rest of Europe) and thats what I'm most afraid of. They are 
the real threat! Anyway, fuck the cops, fuck nazis, fuck all sorts of authority! 11 


IS THERE A MILITARY DRAFT IN PORTUGAL, OR A CERTAIN AGE WHEN 
YOU ARE REQUIRED TO SIGN UP FOR THE MILITARY? 

Yes, at a certain age (19/20/21) you have to join the army, but if you're a student a 
want to go to university you can join later. The National Army Service here is 
compulsory but some people are now are refusing it! I didn't but that dosen't mean 
I agree with it, 'cause that is not the case. I was there for 6 months (from October 
10th 1994 'til April 6th 1995), I was a telephonist. It was just 6 months of wasted time 
putting up with a big bunch of parasites. We were like toys, controlled toys, really 
stupid, only good for the brainless. Females only go, I mean, join if they want, its 
not compulsory for them! Military is iust another government's tentacle to control 
people, a ioke of fascist pigs..._______ 


WHAT ARE YOUR FEELINGS ON VIVISECTION, AND THE MINDLESS 
TORTURE OF ANIMALS? 

Vivisection should be abolished as most experiences are useless and nowadays there| 
are alternitives to the use of animals... Like nazis, no iust kidding!?!? There is no 
respect for animals, iust profits and greed. I don't know what more can be said 
► about it. 
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DOES THE BAND HAVE JOBS, AND DOES ANY OF THE BAND TAKE PART IN 
ANY OTHER ACTIVITIES SUCH AS ZINES, LABELS, DISTROBUTION? 

I'm currently unemployed and attending school at night, Helena works in a flushing 
cisterns factory and is waiting for results to see if she can go to university this year 
and Miguel works in a city hall. Miguel used to run a zine ("Diablo no Corpo" 3 
issues) with some other local scenesters, and I run DNC Distrobution/tape label 
(DIY/non profit), Helena helps with the shit work occasionally. DNC has put out five 
tapes so far: 

DNC 001 "Portugal versus Portugal" C60 10 Portugese bands 
DNC 002 "Fuck the Fascist Scum" C60 14 International bands 
DNC 003 "Smash the TV in Your Brain" C60 13 International bands 
DNC 004 "When the Punks..." C90 Live recordings by Disorder, MDM, CFDL, and 
Inkisicao 

DNC Bootleg 001 "Welcome to Brazil 1982/83" C60 with Ratos de Porao, Ocho Seco, 
Ulster, Colera, Inocentes, Psykoze, and Fogo Cruzado (all ace stuff) 

We put out a list every 3/4 months and we carry the likes of Oi Polloi, Vice Squad, 
Riot Squad, Antisect, Mob 47, Asocial, Discharge, Antischism, Final Conflict, Crass, 
Subhumans, Nausea, and tons more... Wanna trade? Your list gets mine, 
remember, that I only distibute tapes! Also we could help you distributing your stuff 
here and in the rest of Europe! 


ARE THERE MANY SQUATS IN PORTUGAL OR IS SQUATTING ILLEGAL? 

CAN YOU TALK A LITTLE BIT ON THIS SUBJECT? 

Currently I think theres only one, which is in Cascais (near Lisbon), but the 
squatting movement (by anarchists/libertarian people) started in Poprto some years 
ago. Of course, squatting is illegal, if doesn't profit the estate!!! Squatters are 
considered "crimimals" and marginals by the authorities but suprisingly they've 
been supported by the neighbours but thats not enough! I don't know hows the squat 
scene in Porto nowadays, but the squat in Cascais is doin' pretty well I think. I was 
there for a night when we played near by last year but that was in the beginning, it 
was not cleaned, etc... It's a hell of a buliding (3/4 flats), a backyard (where they 
cultivate), a real nice place-in one of the most rich areas of Portugal!!! I know that 
there has been attempts in other places but I guess in vain! Its all I know about 
squatting in Portugal. 


ARE THERE ANY BANDS OR PEOPLE THAT HAVE INFLUENCED YOU ALONG 
THE WAY? 

My friends, the real ones!!!!! Unfortunately two of them are no longer here to 
influence me... 

As for bands, I listen to tons of them, not only punk but also ska, old metal, folk, 
rock, but they are no influence to me, I mean, they might be but not a strong one. 
Friends, yes, those are all you need.
